Sparks from the chimney lodging on the shingle roof of 
the Q. \Y\ Hershey home, a mile southeast of York Springs 
on the Hanover road, are blamed for a fire that almost com­ 
pletely destroyed the house and much of its contents Friday 
afternoon. The damage which was partly covered by insur­ 
ance approached $10,000. 
The flames were discovered about 2 o’clock by Miss Vir­ 
ginia Hershey, who was on the second floor of the home. She 
noticed the fire burning through the eaves under the roof. 
Snatching up a valuable violin and a pet dog, she ran to the 
firs t Ach)!* of the home and spread the alarm. Baird Hershey, 
Virginia’s brother, discovered the flames at almost the same 
time. He had been cutting wood about a hundred yards from 
the home. 
Calls were placed for the York Springs and the Bigler­ 
ville fire companies. 
Both responded and fought the flames 
which almost completely destroyed the home. All the furni­ 
ture in the home, excepting that on the first floor, was de­ 
stroyed. The clothing of the family was consumed. Several 
small buildings close to the home were destroyed by the 
flames which spread to grass and trees near the home.
